Counsel for 
the condemned man announced today 
that they had abandoned the idea of 
appealing to Judge Hogan of the 
court of appeals, at Syracuse, for » 
stay of execution. 


The attorneys added that the only 


course remaining open for them to 
pursue mis to appeal to the- govern- 
or to reprieve Becker until October, 
when the court of appeals recon- 
vene**. 
Should the governor grant 


such a stay of execution, counsel 
said they would enter an appeal 
from the decision Of Supreme Court 
Justice Ford, who. last night de- 
clined to grant a new trial on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence. 


Martin T. Maiitoii, one of Becker's 


counsel said that when Mrs. Becker 
and John B. Johnston, a member of 
his law firm, saw Governor Whit- 
man in Albany this eventsg they 
would make a final plea for the stay.

Becker arose at 7 o'clock today. 


After breakfast, he was taken from 
his cell, while the final preparations 
for his execution were made. 


When Becker returned to his cell 


he found that all of his clothing, per- 
sonal belongings, and even the few 
furnishings of the cell h^d been re- 
moved. 
On a new cot lay a thin, 


black suit, white shirt with soft col- 
lar and a black tie. 
Black stockings 


and soft felt slippers were also pro- 
vided. 
The left leg of the trousers 


was not slit when Becker donned 
the clothes, as the slitting is done 
just before a condemned man is led 
to the execution chamber. 


Father Cashin, the prison chaplin. 


and Beiker's spiritual adviser, was 
expected to spend considerable time 
with the condemned man today and 
tonight. Father Cashin will also ac- 
company Becker to the death cham- 
ber. 


Thomas Mott Osborn, warden of 


Sing Sing, announced that he will 
leave the prison late today.

The 
decision 
of 
Judge 
Harry 


Jewell of Delaware, handed down 
in Common Pleas Court yesterday, 
is another victory, and almost final, 
for the city in its long and varied 
litigation with the Xatural Gas & 
Fuel Company. The decision in its 
effects, is in line with the verdicts 
and opinions of various courts, up 
to the Supreme Court of Ohio, justi- 
fying the city's contentions, includ- 
ing one hy Judge Jewell himself sus- 
taining the reasonableness of tne rate 
of 18 cents net, fixed hy the city 
council in an ordinance passed March 
6, 1911. 


The history of the gas rase is 


known to every person in Newark 
and need not be repeated here. The 
opinion handed down yesterday is 
clear cut, and remarkably free from 
abstruse reasoning or 
useless legal 


nomenclature.. 
It goes right to the 


point and decides the points at issue 
after a review 
of 
tine 'Incidents 


leading, up to the equity tribunal. 


The most salient points are these 
The franchise granted the Newark 


Natural Gas Company in 1S98 bj 
the City of Newark, and accepeted 
by the former, made a 
valid and 


binding contract under the terms of 
which the company was to furnish 
gas to the citizens for a period oi 
25 years. 
This contract cannot be 


terminated by the gas company, ex- 
cept by consent of the city. 
The 


Court says upon this point: 


"It 
(the company) entered into 


the City under the 
grant 
and by 


virtue of this grant and can onlj 
•withdraw within the period of this 
grant with the consent to the City. 
The right to use the streets for 25 
years conferred by this grant gives 
to the City the corresponding right 
to compel the Company to use the 
streets for that period and, it is con- 
ceded that the Newark Natural Gas 
& Fuel Company can secure an ad- 
equate supply 
of 
gas 
from 
the 


Logan Natural Gas & Fuel Company, 
it must supply the citizens of New- 
with gas for that period. The claim 
that the Newark Natural Gas & Fuel 
Company cannot contract for gas at 
the price fixed by the ordinance is 
wholly immaterial."

Peru In the abundance of her min- 


erals Is the real tieasure chest of South 
America. The couiitiy has a territorial 
extension of up waul of 000,000 square 
miles. Callao, the chief port, by the 
ocean route through the 1'auama canal 
Is within 200 miles as near to Xew 
York as Is the Citj of Mexico by rail. 
The Amazon pott of Iquitos, 2,100 
miles from Para, is reached in shorter 
time by steamers irotu New York thau 
by the overland Journey from Lima, 
the capital. The country, which has 
about 4,000,000 inhabitants, is divided 
into three ejlstinct zones, with as many 
varieties of climate, products and soil. 
These are the coa^t zone, the sierra or 
mountain zone, 
•« hich includes the 


great tablelands and valleys of the 
Andes, and the montanic or forest re- 
gion, which stretches from the eastern 
slopes of the Andes to the vast river 
basin of the interior. Peiu's resources 
are both agricultural and mineral. 
Tbe principal agricultural export prod- 
ucts are rubber, cotton, cane sugar and 
alpaca wool.—Exchange,

Heat some vinegar to the boiling 
point and allow the brush to simmer in 
it for a few minutes. Remot e and wash 
well in stroh_' soapsuds and the brush 
will be like new. If the hands, become 
chapped or toughened alter hating 
them hi \\ ihr for a long time rinse 
them well a,.d apply a little vinegar, 
letting it di j on.—Washington Star.

Queries and Replies Covering Matters of 
Importance to the Man Who Runs a Car 


My motor will not throttle down be- 


low fifteen or twenty miles per hour, 
which is very annoying, as I cannot 
stop with the motor running without it 
sounding as though it was coming out 
of the car. I recently had the magneto 
changed, but 1 still have to run on bat- 
teries, the magneto firing very irregu- 
larly. 
How can I remedy this? 


Tlic- probable cause of this trouble is 


that j ou are not securing- a rich enough, 
mixture at low speeds. 
If you will 


change the needle valve adjustment on 
the carburetor, which will provide a 
rich inlxtuie, and then if necessary 
cut down on tbe air supply the motor 
should run at low s>pecd. Another pos- 
sible cause of this trouble is that the 
spark plug points are so far apart that 
you do not set a good spark until the 
motor has speeded up to such a decree 
that n high current is generated. Pos- 
sibly another solution to the problem 
would be that jou have an air leak 
somewhere in the intake line, wliicli 
permits too lean a niivturo at low 
speed. Go over all jomtb in the intake 
Hue very carefully and pee that there 
are no leaks there. A hissing sound 
when the throttle is opened suddenly 
is an indication of an air leak in the 
intake. 


Will graphite 
grease between the 


leaves of my front springs keep them 
from squeaking? 


The use- of graphite grease between 


the leaves of the spring is very effec- 
tive in preventing squeaks, and there 
can be no possible objection to its use 
for this purpose. It is intended that 
the leaves of the spring slip freely over 
one another. 


What are the advantages and disad- 


vantages of a transmission in the rear 
axle? 


Engineers in favor of the rear axle 


construction state that this type is 
more quiet than the others; that the 
rear axle gearsot unit, being heavier 
than the usual rear axle form, better 
traction is gained by the tires, which 
means less skidding. Further discus- 
sion brings out that the rear axle gear- 
set requires a number of long control 
rods, which the unit with motor and 
amidships construction does not call 
for. 
A longer drive shaft is possible 


when the gearset is n unit with the 
rear axlo, which means that there is 
less strain on the universals, in the 
opinion of a number of engineers. Ac- 
cording to another, only one grease re- 
taining reservoir is necessary, and this 
statement is supplemented by another 
engineer to the clfec t that the grease 
contained in the case is not thinned by 
the heat of the motor or the muffler 
pipe. 
With the rear axle type the 


clutch is usually accessible. 
Ono en- 


gineer, upholding this type, claims that 
in a certain make the gears of the 
gearset may be removed in a very 
short time by the removal of the ton- 
neau floor boards. 
An advocate of 


unit with motor construction states 
that in his construction the entire 
goarset may bo inspected and oiled 
without difficulty, whereas with the 
rear nuxle construction inspection is 
not easy and lubrication difficult. That 
the rear axle wilh goarset weighs more 
than other types is brought forward, 
hut is argued against by one maker, 
who ndds that his rear axle weighs 
hut twenty pounds more than does the 
ordinary form of rear axlo. With the 
rear axlo goarset the axle shaft must 
be heavy, which increases the weight 
on the tires, and It is stated that this 
extra weight means groat or tire wear. 
The statement is made that tho rear 
a\'!o type simplifies tho chassis, but nn 
opponent brings out that the control 
linkage is not simple and tho oscilla- 
tion ojLthe springs la communicated to 


the sliding gears, resulting in inden- 
nite gear location. 


Kow can I put a motometer on a car 


with a hard rubber filler cap? 


In order to drill through the hard 


rubber filler cap the cap must first be 
softened slightly. This is done by plac- 
ing it in boiling water and permitting 
it to remain there for about three to 
eight minutes. After beimr removed 
from the water it can be drilled AVith- 
out fear of cracking. 


What is the formula for connecting 


rod length? 


There is no formula for connecting 


rod length, this being determined ar- 
bitrarily. 
As a lule. the connecting 


rod is made about twice as long as the 
stroke. This particular figure has been 
chosen, because when a connecting rod 
ts made longer than this tho overall 
height of the motor becomes too great, 
adding weight and increasing the cost 
of manufacture. Increase in connect- 
ing rod length means greater recipro- 
cating weight, and it Is desirable to 
keep this as small as possible. 
When 


connecting rods are made much short- j 
er than twice the stroke the angularity 
of tho rod when tho piston is in the 
center of its travel produces undesir- 
able pressure on the piston wall 


How often should the front axle be 


greased? 


You c\ idently refer to the front 


wheel bearings. These should be pack- 
ed with grease every 1,000 miles and 
the steering knuckle and the tie rod 
connections oiled every week. 


Where would you consider the proper 


place for o gasoline tank? 


This depends on conditions. 
There 


are advantages in every location. 
If 


placed uuder the cowl the gasoline can 
HOTV by gnn ity to the carburetor, yet 
the carburetor does not need to be 
placed as low as when the"tank is un- 
der the seat 
By locating the carbu- 


retor higher, it is more accessible and 
the intake pipe is shortened, giving bct- 
t( r carbuietlou. The gasoline is warm- 
ed by the heat of the motor so that 
in cold weather, at least, carburetion 
is facilitated. 


The under seat location of the tank 


also allows fuel feed by the simple 
gra-\ ity method, but there is danger of 
the How stopping when climbiug a 
steep hill. 
When the tank Is being 


filled the passengers in the front must 
be disturbed. 


Putting the tank at the rear utilizes 


otherwise waste space and allows the 
space under the front seat and under 
the cowl to be used for other purposes. 
There is a slight objection to this loca- 
tion, however, because the gasoline 
must be fed to the carburetor either by 
pressure or the vacuum system. This 
means a Blight amount of complication, 
but it is not serious, as is indicated by 
the fact that the majority of cars now 
in use one or the other of these sys- 
tems. 


A very large percentage of the cars 


put on the market in the past year or 
two.use the vacuum system of fuel 
feed in wbijh the main gasoline tank 
is located at the rear of the car, while 
a small auxiliary tank is placed on the 
dash, usually inside tho hood, to give 
gravity feed to the carburetor. 


On a Icvef road or slight ascent my 


car runs well, but on steeper grades it 
riiises, chokes and back fires. I had 
new ri.igs put in and the compression 
seems good. What is the cause? 


From the information given it would 


appear that the gasoline line between 
tho carburetor and the tank is slightly 
clogged. 
The gasoline (lows through 


conditions obtained on the level road 
or on a^slight ascent, but on steeper 
grades the feed is i'ot fast enough to 
do the work. If jou lemove the pipo 
connecting the tank :md carburetor and 
cleau thoroughly it will probably eud 
the trouble. 


My car will not hold compression 


very well. I put in two new rings, and 
I think they do not fit well enough as 
yet, as the car has only been run about 
thirty miles since. 
The compression 


was fairly good with the old rings, but 
I thought I coutd improve it with new 
ones. Is there any way to make them 
fit more tightly by using grinding com- 
pound? 


In order to f?et the new rings to fit 


well at once they should be lapped in 
by means of a gimding compound. 
The cylinder is put on a bench and 
the piston worked out and in with a 
sort of irregular tinning movement 
similar to that gi\un in grinding a 
valve. This work < , , u be done by an 
amateur, but should not be attempted 
without first having observed carefully 
how it is done, be< .iiiso it is easy to 
spoil the pislou and i-v Under by un- 
equal abrasion. 
Qho probabilities are 


that the new ring-\.ill -svc^r in arid the 
compression will-to tighter after you 
have run anol her'two-or three hun- 
dred miles, and altogether it would 
probably be bettor for you to wait and 
see that this does "not happen unless 
you can get 1he services of an expert 
in lapping in the ling. 


When the spark on my car is retard- 


ed it misses considerably. 
Is this a 


sign that the magneto is weak? 


No. Retard :>.'id advance simply re- 


fer to time of s|> irk occurrence. 
The 


spark is jiu-t as ^trong on retard as it 
is on advance. 
\\"hen the spark is re- 


tarded it mean* that it occurs when 
the piston is going downward, and 
when it is adv,m<cd it occurs when 
the piston has not yet reached dead 
center. 


Should the valve spring be a stiff one 


under small compression or a nimble 
spring under heavy compression to give 
best results? 


The stiffness of the spring will be 


fo.nul on!} bj experiment. As the pis- 
ton descends it t n ates a vacuum in the 
cylinder, thus nlknving the pressure of 
the atmosphere ( i > open the valve. If 
the piston siiUic.n is poor, then the 
difference in pie-- ure between tho bot- 
tom and the tup if the valve will not 
be so great, and hence the valve will 
have a tendeni \ '•> remain shut. How- 
ever, if a piston lias good suction the 
valve will open v\ sMiout difficulty. 
You
